Gent  lemen , 


P or" the  year  1966  I  have  to  report  as  follows 
GENERAL  SURVEY . 

15  horses  were  constructed  by  private  development  and 
another  32  at  Waterhouse,  although  approved,  were  not 
started  during  the  year* 

As  forecast  last  year  Rochdale  Corporation  West 
Pennine  Development  at  Great  Howarth  has  produced  50 
completed  houses  in  Wardle  in  196b*  A  separate  system 
of  drainage  on  both  the  private  estate  at  Heath  Road  and 
houses  belonging  to  Rochdale  Corporation  at  Great  Howarth 
are  laid  but  have  not  been  taken  over* 

In  the  course  of  the  West  Pennine  Development,  16 
back  to  back  houses  and  5  through  houses  have  been 
demolished  * 


‘No  blockage  of  any  sewer  in  Wardle  occurred  in 
1966* 


It  was  not  necessary  to  carry  out  any  disinfections 
or  disinfestation  during  1966* 

An  increase  of  52-|  tons  more  house  refuse  was 
removed  in  1966  making  a  total  of  852  tons,  6  cwts*  3  qtrs 
50  weekly  collections  were  made* 


The  three  slaughterhouses  were  used  regularly  during 
1966,  the  quality  of  the  beef  was  good,  the  quantity  of 
animals  slaughtered  reduced  from  6,355  head  to  5,607  heads 
The  incidence  of  disease  of  bovines  was  reduced  but  in 
sheep  and  pigs  it  increased.

Very  little  alteration  has  been  done  to  any  of  the 
shops  except  in  some  cases  lighting  has  been  improved*
